Sir John Macdonald met with an en-_ 


thusiastic reoeption, He paid a high tri 
bute to the guest of the evening, who he 
said had stood by his side through good and 
evil report. It seemed to be the impres- 
sion that he would make an important an- 
nouncement on one of the great issues, of 
the day. (Applause.) He wished to speak 
on this matter with no uncertain sound. 
Sir John continued, ** We are British sub- 
jectaand we know the advantages we 
possess in being connected with the great 
Empire. As wo were born British subjects 
we expect to die British subjects. What 
should we gain by the change? If thore isa 
country on the face of the earth that is 
happy and prosperous it is the Dominion of 
Cannda. We area law-abiding population, 
except now and again upin the North. West. 
(Laughter.) We havea splendid climate,a 
rich soil, and an energetic people. We have 
good laws wisely adtuinistered. In evory

We have no reason to envy any uther coun- 
try, aud as a mere matter of self interost it 
would not only be prejudicial but ruinous

(Applauso,) Sir John went on to soy that 
the Canadian constitution was much super- 
ior in many ways to the American constitu 
tion, We area freer people in « very Way, 
and we should be acting againat our best 
interests if we were to chapye cur form of 
government or sever our connection with 
the Mother Country. What should we 
gain by such a change! We might get a 
little more for our Upper Canadian barley

can see should we bo the gainers On tho 
other hand we should be taxed from Wash- 
ington, and would thus forfoit our rights as 
free men. Are wo g0ing to sell our herit- 
age for such a meas of pottage { Annexation, 
we must alwaya remember, would lead to 
dieect taxation, and if we adopted Commer- 
cial Union or Unrestricted Reciprocity, 
which practically mean the same thing, we 
would have tosupply our diminished revenue 
by resorting to direct taxation. But I for 
one have no fear that this agitation, 
which hss been commenced in a spirit of 
desperation, will emount to nothing. The 
country under Oonsorvative administration 
has proapered and the people have faith in 
us, and on the part of the Government [ 
wish to declare here to-night that our policy 
will be as it has been. Oanada, for the 
Canadians, by the maintenance of a moder- 
ate and just protective system to our infant 
industries as inaugurated in 1878, We 
would be blind to our interests if we did 
not maintain that system. We are opposed 
to annexation in every form, whether it ia 
in plain terms or diguised under the form 
of commercial union or unrestricted reci- 
procity.

Dauiages and Costs of Suit Claimed 

The aftention of the Court of Chancery 
has been occupied for the best part of the 
past two days with the case of the Rathbun 
Oo. v. Kingston Car Works, Front the evi- 
dence produced it appears that the Oar 
Company furnished to the Rathbun Gom- 
pany in 1884 one passenger car and one 
combination car, These cars were to be 
used on the Napanee and Tamworth rail- 
way. Immediately on their arrival from 
the works they were:placed on the road and 
continued in active service for two years, 
At the expiration of this period it began to 
appear to the purchasers that the material 
and work of the cars were not of the best 
quality, as they allege that defect after de- 
fect became visible. The doors began to 
Shrink until a space of nearly an inch was 
perceptible at the top of the panels, The 
interior of the cars also showed a number 
of defects, the seats being poorly uphol- 
stered, the material covering the springs 
was of the poorest quality, while 
the seats themselyes were not properly 
fastened to the side of thecar. The blinds 
of the windows were also poorly construct: 
ed, as the slats were continyally falling 
out. The roof of the car alao sank in, 
Those who were experienced in car build 
ing gave itas their opinion that this was due 
to the timber used being graen, while the 
very driest of select timber should have 
been used, The outsides of the cars *aluo 
bear marks of inferiority, the paint all 
peeling off and exposing wide cracks. The 
wheels were also of a poor quality, and 
commenced to flatten, showing that they 
were constructed of soft material or that 
sand had got in some way during the 
the moulding. ‘The truss plank that runs 
along the inside of the car should have boon 
constructed of ash, according to contract, 
whereas it proved to have beon white pino, 
The contract called for red pine for the 
framework of the car, while white pine 
eccims to have been used, and the material 
is represented as boing too soft, and will 
not hold the nails properly. Tho Rathbun 
Oo, were continually making repairs, until 
one of the cars was finally abandoned, 
Pieces of the wood with which the cars 
were constructed wore produced im court, 
and presented a worm paton appeoaranco. 
The Rathbun Co. now claim damages for 
thoir labor and also for the coat of tho pro 
sont suit,

That the artist's pencil and the engraver’s 
knife have sometimes been made subservient 


to the kingdom of the bad is frankly ad- 
mnitted After the ashes and scoria wero 1 

movel from Hercukneum and Pompeii the 
walls of those cities discovered to the explor- 
ers a degradation ip art which cannot be ex 
aggerated,. Satan and all hisimps bave al 


ways wanted the flogering of the casol; they 
would rather have possession of that than the 
art of printing, for Ss are not so potent 
and quick for evil as pictures. The powers 
of darkness think they have gaineda triumph, 
and they have, when ii some respectable 
parlor or public art gallery they can hang a 
canvas embarrassing to the good, but fas- 
cinating to the evil. 

It is not ina spirit of prudery, but backed 
up by God's eternal truth, when I say that 
you have no right to hang in your art rooms 
or your dwelling houses that which would 
be offensive to good people if the figures ple- 
tured were alive in your parloy and the 
guests of your household. A picture that 
you have to hang in a somewhat secluded 
place, or that in a public ball you cannot 
with a group of friends deliberately stand 
before and discuss, ought tO have a knife 
stabbed into it at the top and cut clear 
through to the bottom and a stonbd finger 
thrust in on the right side, ripping clear 
through to the léft. Pliny, the elder, lust 
his life by going near enough to seo 
the inside of Vesuvius, and the further 
you can stand off from the burning crater 
of sin, the better. Never till the Books of 
the Last Day are opened shall we know what 
has been the dire barvest of evil pictorials 
and unbecoming art galleries. Despoil a 
manus imagination aud he becomes a moral 
carcass, . The shop windows of English and 
American cities in which the low theatres 
have sometimes hung long lines of brazen 
actors and actresses in style insulting to all 
propiiety have maden broad path to death 
for multitudes of people. But so have all 
the other arts been at times suborned of evil. 
How has music been bedraggled! Is thera 
any place so low down in dissoluteness that 
into it has not been carried David's hagp and 
Handel's organ and Gottschalk’s piano and 
Ole Bull’s violin; and tho flute, which though 
hamed after so insignificant a thing as the 
Sicilian ee], which bas seven spots on the 
side like flute holes, yet for thousands of 
years has had an exalted mission. Archi- 
tecture, born in the heart of Him who made 
the worlds, under its arches and across its 
floors what bacchanalian revelries have been 
enacted! Itis not against any of these arts 
that they have been so led into captivity. 
What a poor world this would be if it were 
not for what my text calls ‘pleasant pict- 
ures!’

the reign of Queen Elizabeth it was the habit 
of some people to spend much of their time 
in knocking pictures to pieces In the reign 
Charles tho lirst it was ordered by parlia 


ment that all pictures of Christ be burnt, 
Painters were so badly treated and humilia- 
ted in the beginning of the Eighteenth cen 
tury that they were lowered clear down out 
of the sublimity of their art, and obliged to 
give minute accounts.of what they did with 
their colors, as a painter's bill which came to 
publication in Scotland in 1707 indicated 
The painter had been touching up some old 
pictures in the cburch, and he sends in this 
itemized billto the vestry: ‘To filling upa 
chink in the Red Sea and repairing the dam- 
ages to Pharaoh's hosts; ‘toa new pair of 
bands for Daniel in the lion’s den, and a new 
set of teeth for the lioness;” “to repairing 
Nebuchadnezzar’s beard;” “to giving a blush 
to the cheek of Eve on presenting the apple 
to Adam;” ‘to aking a bridle for the Good 
Samaritan’s horse, and mending ono of bis 
legs;” *‘to putting on a now handle on Moses’ 
basket and fitting bulrushes, and adding 
more fuel to the fire in Nebuchadnezzar's 
furnace.” So painters were humiliated clear 
down below the majesty of theirart. The 
oldest picture in England, a portrait of 


Chaucer, though now of great value, 
was picked out of a lumber garret, 
Great were the trials of Quentin Matsys, 


who toiled on from blackamith’s anvil till as 
a painter be won wide recognition. The first 
missionaries to Mexico made the fatal mis- 
take of destroying pictures, for the loss of 
which art and religion must ever lament. 
But why go so far back when in this year of 
our Lord 1588, and within twelve years of 
the Twentieth century, to be a painter, except 
in rare exceptions, méans poverty and neg- 
lect? Poorly fed, poorly clad, poorly housed, 
because poorly appreciated! When I hear a 
man is a painter, I have two feelings: one of 
admiration for the greatness of his soul, and 
the other of commiseration for the needs of 
his body. 

But so it has been in all departments of no- 
ble work. Some ofthe mightiest have been 
hardly bestead, Oliver Goldsmith had such a 
big patch on the coat over his left breast that 
when he went anywhero he kept bis batin 
his hand closely pressed over the patch. Tho 
world renowned Bishop Asbury had a sal- 
ary of 64a year, Painters are not the only 
ones who bave endured the lack of apprecia- 
tion, Let men of wealth take under their 
patronage the suffering men of art, They 
lift no complaint; they make no strike for 
higher wages. But with a keenness of nerv- 
ous organization which almost always char- 


acterizes genius, these artists suffer 
more than any one but God can re- 
aliz. There needs to be a _ concerted 


effort for the suffering artists of America, 
not sentimental discourse about what we owe 
to artists, but contracts that will give them 
a livelihood; for Tam in full sympathy with 
the Christian farmer, who was very busy 
gathering his fall apples, and some one asked 
him to pray for a poor family, the father of 
which bad broken bis leg; and the busy 
farmer said; “J cannot stop now to pray, 
but you can go down into the cellar and got 
some corned beef and butter and eggs and 
pofatoes; that is all [can do now.” Artists 
may wish for our prayers, but they also 
want practical help from men who can give 
them work, You have heard scores of ser 
mons for all other kinds of suffering men 
and women, but I think this is the 
first sermon ever preached that made 
aplea forthe suffering men and women of 
American art, Their work is more true to 
nature and life than any of the masterpieces 
that have become immortal on the other side 
of the sea, but it is the fashion of Amoricans 
to mention foreign artists, and to know little 
or nothing about our own Copley, and 
Allston, and Inman, and Greenough and 
Kensett. Let the affluent fling out of their 
windows and into the back yard valueless 
Jaubs on canvas, and Callin these splendid 
but unrewarded men, und tell them to adorn 
your walls, not only with that which shall 
please the taste, but efilarge the mind, and 
improve the morals, afd save the souls of 
those who gaze upon them, 

Brooklyn, and all other American cities, 
need great galleries of art, not only open an- 
nually for a fow days on exhibition, but 
which shall stand ope all the year round, 
and from early morning until 10 o'clock at 
night, and free to all who would come and 
go. What a preparation for the wear and 
tear of the day a five minutes’ look in the 
morning at some picture that will open a 
door into some larger realm than that in 
which our population daily drudge! Or 
what a good thing the half hour of artistic 
opportunity ou the wey honio in tho evening 
from exhaustion that Gemands recuperation 
for mind and soul G8 woll cu body!

-——Workmen in the stone-quarries some- 
times find very hard kind of rock. They 
pick little grooves for the iron wedges, and 
then, with great sledge hammers, drive 
and drive the wedges into the flinty rock. 
And yet, once in a while, they fail to divide 
the solid mass. The iron wedges and the 
sledge prove useless and the workmen won- 
dor at the stubborn rock, But there is 
yet another way. ‘Tho iron wedges are re 
moved from the narrow grooves. Then 
the little wooden ones, of a very hard fibre, 
are selected. The sharp, well-made wooden 
wedges are first put into water. They are 
then inserted in the grooves tightly wkile 
wot, and water is kept in the grooves, and 
no sledge is needed tu drive them, They 
would break under the severe blows of the 
ponderous hammer, But the workmen just 
let the wet wedges alone. They wili do 
what the driven iron failed to do. How 
so! Thedamp wood swells. The particles 
must have room to enlarge. And the 
granite hearts of the rocks can not with- 
stand this silent influence. In a little 
while the solid rock parts from top to bot- 
tom and the workmen's will is accomplish- 
ed. It isso, often, in other things. What 
noise and visible effort fails to do, some 
quiet power, when applied, will surely 
accomplish. Teachers may remember this 
fact in mechanics, and manage some very 
stubborn natures by the application of the 
silent forces, The iron and the sledge 
hammers often failed ; but tears, prayers, 
and a patient example never fail,

A Word About Fences, 

In sections where rail timber is near at 
hand the cheapest fence is the old fash- 
foned Virginia worm fence, except in cases 
where there isa market for the timber 
that makes it moro valuable for other 

urposes. In that case the regulation 

oard fence, with two posts to a sixteen- 
foot length, and which is too well known 
to require a description, will be the cheap- 
est and best. In localities where timber 
is scarce tho wire fence is increasing all 
the time in favor. Farmers who fear in- 
jury to stock from the barbs are many of 
them making «a combination fence of 
boards and wire. 

For a hedge fence, the osage orange, all 
things considered, is the best for all sec- 
tions where itis not liable to be winter 
killed. It grows from the seed more 
readily than the thorns, and in a few 
years makes an impenetrable fence. It is 
difficult to root out when once estab- 
lished, and for this reason should’not be 
used for division fences unless they are 
expected to remain permanently. Hedges 
require attention and frequent pruning 
to keep them sightly and under subjec- 
tion. While they are still well thought 
of by many, it Is doubtful if the hedgb 
fence is increasing in general popularity 
for farm purposes, In the older settled 
sections of the country fewer highway 
fences are being made every year. ‘The 
opinion is constantly gaining ground that 
stock should be fenced in instead of being 
fenced out. 


A California Shipping Coop, 
The California Cackler describes tho 
shipping coop here illustrated. The dia- 
gram is simply an illustration of the 


A coop built on this plan need not 
Weigh over three and one-half; to threo 
and three-quarter pounds, and be large 
enough to carry a trio of games or fowls of 
medium size anywhere. The coop canbe 
made larger for Asiati¢s and not wéigh 
over half © pound more 

“Take two barrel hoops and six slats or 
pieces of lath; cross two of the pieces in 
the bottom hoop; fasten them together in 
the middle with a clout or wrought nail 
fasten the other four to the top hoop 
with clonts: fasten the lower_ends to the 
bottom hoop by driving two small nails 
through them into the hoop end Into the 
ends of the crossed laths, and your frame 
{is completed. “Tako a piece of coffee sack, 
or similar stuff, and cut it round and a 
little larger than the bottom hoop; lash 
or sew it to the bottom hoop and to the 
cross pieces. Take canvas, muslin, tick 
ing or whatever you wish to cover it 
with, and draw jt around and lash it to 
the bottom and top hoops; cut a piece 
of cloth round t6 cover the top; cut the 
top piece in two across the middle after 
it is put on; this will give an opening to 
ut the fowls into the coop, after which 
the aperture can bo laced or sewed to- 
gether. If the fowls are to go any dis- 
tance, feed will be necessary, of course 
To provide for this, sew & pocket on the 
outside that will hold a pint or more; in 
bide sew another pocket, with the bottom 
just even with the bottom of the outside 

cket, the inside pocket to be but about 
fro inches deep. Cut or punch a small

Sitting one day during the past week in 
the pilot house of the steamer City of Rich- 
mond with an outlook through walls of glass 
upon either side over a broad expanse of sea, 
I overheard anu explanation by an old sea 
dog, who surely is well qualified to advance 
au opinion upon the sttbject, of the causes of 
a collision ot sea. TO quote him: “It is all 
owing to the ‘open bridge system.’ You take 
amaninany and all kinds of weather and 
place him exposed to the storm upon the 
open bridge of a steamship from which the 
course of the sbip is directed by electric 
signals to the man at the wheel, and what 
does be do? 

‘Now, self preservation is the first law of 
nature, aud your officer paces back and forth 
with wind and storm, snow or sleet in his 
eyes, coat collar up, head averted, and the 
first thing he knows down coines a sbip un- 
discovered until it is too near to avoid dis- 
aster.

DESTRUOTIVE BLAZDH. 
The Carriage Factory of Mr, W, Baker 
J in Ashes, 
The Origin Supposed to be Lucendiarism, 
At afew minutes before 3 o'clock this 
morning, the carriage factory of Mr. Wm. 
Baker, situated near the river's edge on Mill 
Street, was discovered to be on fire. An 
alarm was immediately sounded, and the 
firemen responded with their usual alacrity, 
The building, which was a large frame one, 
was by this time & seothing maas of flames, 
and all attempts to save it from destruction 
proved unavailing, The attention of the 
firemen was then directed to the dwellings 
in close proximity, and they succeeded in 
confining the flames to Mr, Baker's proper- 
ty. The blacksmith shop, which is situated 
a few feet north of the carriage show room, 
was howover badly damaged, the south side 
being nearly burned ofl, and the roof: was 
also nearly destroyed before the flames were 
conquered. At the east of the blagkemith 
shop is situated a large double frayfe dwell: 
ing, and it was with difliculty thig building 
was saved. Joining at the west pf the des- 
troyed building is a storohousg, in which 
Mr. Baker kept his famber for manufactur- 
ing purposes, and this \s also oftotal wreck, 
Tho fire originated i the sough.cast corner 
of the carriage stop, and We the proprie- 


tor we learn that no fiko hasAver been made 
noar the spot where thirst blaze was seen, 
showing most clearly that the origin of the 
conflagration was incendiary. Abt the time 
there were in tho building 12 conveyances 
in different stagos of construction, one fine 
lumber wagzou just completed, and soven 
vehioles consisting of carriages, sleighs and 
buggies ; these were all destroyed ; tho loss 
of tools and pattorns is also very groat, and 
will be seriously folt by some of the work 
men, who loat their own tools, upon which 
thoro was no insurance, Mr, Baker esti- 
mates tho loss on the building and gtock at

George Gray, storn, said; I was in 
Belleville on the evening of Thuraday, the 
20th of Sept. 1 saw Dan Houston that 
evening about 7:30. Somo time before this 
1 had a conversation with Houston in refer- 
ence to the Balkwill place, and he said it 
would be easy for any one to break into the 
premises and take away the goods. I told 
him\L supposed it would be, but 1 said L 
would have nothing to do with anything 
like that. We went into the gangway 
ut 30 feet from the premises, This was 
about a week before the goods were re- 
moved, 

Officer Stoneburg, sworn, said: 1 was 
not atthe store until Saturday morning. 
On Friday afternoon I went, in coinpany 
with the Chief and Officer Hayes, to ietch- 
eson’s woods, in Sidney. We did not find 
the goods then, On Saturday morning | 
went out again and found the goods about 
100 yards from the olearings and got Mr.

night? He teld Wims that he had taken a 
lady to Trenton, Where is the lady? we 
have heard nothing of her whereabouts, 
As far as | am concerned, | feel certain that 
he never was in Trenton on that morning. 
He was seen that morning near Kotcheson’s 
woods with Gilbert's rig, and when discoy- 
ered he attempted to hide his face with his 
handkerchief. Is not this a suspicious way 
for an innocent man to act? Lsaubmit that 
from the evidence adduced, the prisoner 
should be found, and is, guilty of this offence, 

At the conclusion of tho addrees of tho 
prosecution the judge retired and after an 
hour's deliberation returned into court, and 
presented a lengthy review of the case, in 
which he expreesed a deubt aa to the guilt 
of the prisoner, on the evidence produced. 
He therefore gave the prisoner the benefit 
of that doubt and found him **Not Guilty.” 
He was immediately discharged.

manufactured over the border. Grey cot- 
tons are sold at lower prices than they are 
in the States by about 5 per cent. White 
cottons are the same as in tho States, and 
coarser goods cheaper ; but in the finer ma- 
terials the States are 5 to 10 per cent. cheap. 
er. In colored goods Canada can compare 
fayorably with Manchester, England, or 
the States, in varieties, styles, quality and 
price. The prices in some lines of goods are 
even less than if purchased in Manchester 
to-day. The total production remains about 
the same as last year, being about 8,000,000 
yards. The mills are working full time, 
but the prices aro not very remunerative,” 
And, let it be remembered, all those most 
desirable results which have been noted hy 
the Whig—the improvemont in quality and 
finish, the diversity of styles, and the ro- 
duction in price—have occurred under pro- 
tection. That protection is the cause of the 
great improvements in the Canadian cotton 
trade is as plain as that two and two make

character for truth aud veracity, without 
going to the length of saying that the 
would not believe him under oath. His own 
statement in the witness box, also, that he 
said when tho waggon passed him alter- 
wards, on ite way tothe city, that he did 
not know who were in it, is against the 
credibility of his evidence. He says he know 
who were in ity but that ho lied about it 
without any possible reason. His excuse 
now is that ho was not then under oath, 
That way be satisfactory to him,but I don’t 
wondor that the nan whio says he only tells 
the trath when under oath would soon get 
a& bad reputation in the neighborhood in 
which he resides, 

The only other witness who identifies 
the prisoner is Sinfield, and he swears to 
recognizing him as he cathe out of tho 
woods through the field to theroad, Other 
witnesses speak of recognizing Gilbert's de- 
livery waggon, from the name painted on 


the box, These witnesses all make out a 
strong case of circuinstautial evidence 
against the prisoner, and upon this evi- 


deuce,although circumstantial, I would feel 
bound to convict the prisoner, 

As against this the defence produces two 
witnesses whose testimony, if true, com- 
pletely rebuta the presumption that the 
prisoner could have been the party seen by 
lreyanzie and Sintield. The evidence of 
the young man Lanthier, from Trenton, is 
not as satisfactory as it might be, but taken 
in connection with the evidence of Edward 
Travers, & most respectable and reliable 
man, raises a doubt in my mind which I feel 
the prisoner should have the benefit of. 

If this case was being tried by a jury, I 
should be obliged to tell them that they 
should give the prisoner the benelit of any 
reasonable doubt they might have upon the 
evidence produced by the defence, And I 
would be very much surprised indeed if they 
did not upon the evidence have such a doubt 
as would lead tothe acquittal of the prisoner. 

It is very regreettable that so respect 
able a man as the prisoner has always been 
should be so mixed up with this dirty tran- 
saclion as to require the benefit of a doubt 
to relieve him from the punishment attach- 
ing to such a crime. The whole Balkwill 
business has been of a very unsavory kind 
and it is to be hoped that there will be an 
end to this sort of wholesale swindling. 

It is greatly to the credit of our Crown 
officers, and particularly to our indefatig- 
able Chief of Police and his efticient force, 
that the goods were so quickly recovered 
and this whole chain of circumstantial evi- 
dence so carefully prepared, and while jus- 
tice has miscarried (if it has) by circum- 
stances over which they have yo control,

The govds havé’all been recovered and 
no one suffers pecuniarily from the taking 
of them, and the prisoner has already spent 
nearly a month in gaol, These facts,coup- 
led with che reasonable doubt that the evi- 
dence given by the defence raises in my 
mird as to the prisoner's guilt, forces me 
to the conclusion that I should acquit him, 
which I accordingly do.

It 
is possible that the Government will ask to 
be clothed with power to assist needy muni- 
cipalities, This undoubtedly means in the 
matter of furnishing seed grain to those who 
lost all their-crop, Montion will likely be 
made of the intention of the Government to 
amend and consolidate several important 
Acts. 

Altogether it is expected that the session 
will bea most important ono and it will 
probably Iast abont two weeks, when an 
adjournment will be made until January.

At abont 2 o'clock this morning it was 
accidentally discovered, by Mr. J. W. Wil 
ton, a neighbor who lives in a room of the 
same house, namely on Ohurch Street near 
the railway crossing above Brown's foundry, 
that Mrs. Hale, her three children and 
Mies Dafoe, who lives with them, had been 
asphyxiated by coal gas.

the jury, | shall leave the case in your 
hands, merely saying, that if you have any 
rational doubt upon the guilt of the prison- 
er at the bar, that it will be your pleasure, 
as much asit will be your duty, to give him 
the full benefit of such doubt ; but, at the 
samo time, gentlemen of the jury, if you 
feel that the defence set up saya more for 
ingenuity of counsel than for the majesty of 
truth—if you feel that such a story as is 
told by the learned gontleman who has so 
ably conducted the defercs is entirely and 
totally without the corroboration of evi- 
dence, and that it would have been quite 
possible for the learned gentleman to have 
concocted that story with the assistance of 
the prisoner at the bar—it will be necessary 
for you, unflinchingly, to return a verdict 
of guilty. Gentlemen of the jury, with 
these few observations, I leave the case en- 
tirely to your decision.’

THE MIGHTINESS OF THE BALLOT BOx, 

O'Connell and Grote and Cobden and Ma- 
caulay and Gladstone fought great battles in 
the introduction of the ballot boxes in Eng- 
land, and today it isone of the fastnesses of 
that nation, It is one of the corner stones of 
our government, It is older than the consti- 
tution, In it is ournational safety, Tell me 
what will bo the fate of the Amerjcan ballot 
box, the ark of the American covenant, and 
I will tell you what will be the fate of this 
nation. Give the people once a year, or once 
iu four years, an opportunity to express their 
political sentiments, and you practically 
avoid instirrection and revolution. 

Either give them the ballot or they will 
take the sword. Without the ballot box there 
can be no free republican institutions. Mil- 
ton visiting in Italy noticed that on the sides 
of Vesuvius gardeners and farmers,were at 
work while the volcano was in eruption, and 
he asked them if they were safe. ‘‘Yes,” said 
tho farmers andthe gardeners, ‘it is. safo; 
all thodanger is before the eruption; then 
comes earthquake and terror, bub just as 
soon as the volcano begins to pour forth lava 
we all feol at rest. Itis the suppression of 
political sentiment, the suppression of 
public opinion, that makes moral. earth- 
quake and national earthquake. Let pub- 
lic opinion pour forth, and that gives 
satisfaction, and that gives peace, and 
that gives permanency to good gov- 
ernment, And yet, though the ballot box is 
the sacred chest and tho ark of the American 
covenant, you know as well as I know it has 
its sworn antagonists, and I propose this 
morning, in God's name and as a Christian 
patriot, to set before you the names of some 
of the sworn enemies of this sacred chest, the 
ark of the American covenant, the ballot 
box. 

IGNORANCE AS AN ELEMENT LY POLITICS,

office, and you find fault with his work, and 


after a whilo you tell bim there i 
or an aunt, or @ niece, or a ne phew that must 
have that po You do not say it is be- 
cause ho yoted this or that way, but he knows 
and God knows itis, If that man lias given 
to you in hard work an equivalent for the 
wages you pay him, you bavo no right to ask 
anything else of him. Ho sold you his work; 
he did not sell you his political or religious 
principles, But you know as well as I do 
there is sometimes on that sacred chest, the 
ark of the American covenant, & shadow cor- 
porate or monopolistic, 

I do not wonder at the vehemence of Lord 
Chief Justico Holt, of England, when he 
said: ‘‘Let the people vote fairly. Interfer- 
ence with a man’s vote is in behalf of this or 
that party. I give you notice that if an of- 
fender against the law comes before me I will 
cbargo tho jury to make bim pay well for it.” 
No shadow plutocratic, or mobocratic, or 
capitalistic. Every man voting in bis own 
way—God and hisown conscience the only 
dictator, 

Another powerful foe of that sacred chest, 
the ark of the American covenant, tho ballot 
box, is bribery. 

You know something of the hundreds of 
thousands of dollars that were expended to 
carry Indiaua in 1880. You know something 
of the vast sums of money expended in 
Brooklyn and New York in other years to 
carry clections. Bribery is one of the dis- 
graces of this country. And there will be 
more money used in bribery this autumn’s 
election than in any previous election. It is 
often the case thata man is nominated for 
office with reference to'’his capacity to pro- 
vide money for the elections or with refer- 
ence to his capacity to command money 
from others. You know the names of men 
who bave at different times gone into tho 
guborpatorial chair or congressional office 
buying their way all through. I tell you no 
news, Your patriotic heart has been pained 
again and again with it. 

Very often it is not money that bribes, but 
it is office, “You make me presidentandTll 
make you a cabinet officer; you make moe 
governor and I'll make you surveyor gen- 
eral; you make mo mayor and I'll put youon 
the water board; you give me position and 
Tl give you position,” Thatis the form of 
bribe often and often in these great cities. I 
do not say it is in our city, but you know 
again and again throughout the land these 
have been the forms of bribe offered. So it 
is often the case that by the time a man comes 
to an office to which he has been elected he 
is from the crown of head to the sole of foot 
inortgaged with pledges, and the man who 
goes to Albany or to Washington to get an 
office is applying for some position which 
was given away three months before the elec- 
tion. Two long lines of worm fence, one 
worm fence reaching to Albany and the other 
to Washington, and there o great many 
citizens astride the fence, and they aro 
equally poised, and they are waiting to see 
on which side there is most emolument, and 
on this side they get down, But bribery 
kicks both ways. It kicks the man that of- 
fers itand tho man that takesit. Bribery 
today you will admit to be one of the might- 
jest foes of the American ballot box. 

SOME OF THE ODDITIES OF CAMPAIGNS, 

Another great enemy of that sacred chest 
is defamation of character, Can you find 
out from the newspapers when two men are 
running for office which is the best? How 
often in the autunimal elections the good man 
is denounced and the bad man applauded, so 
that you can come sometimes to no just 
opinion as to who is the best man, and there 
are bundreds and thousands of electors who 
go up to vote so utterly befogged they know 
not what they do, Is not that a fearful in- 
fluence to be brought upon the ballot box of 
this country? It has been so ever since tho 
foundation of this government. 

Thomas Paine writes Washington a letter, 
and publishes it, saying: ‘Treacherous in all 
private friendship and @ hypocrite in public 
morals, the world will be puzzled to know 
whether we had better ¢all you an apostate 
or an impostor, and whether you abandoned 
good morals or never had any.” That is 
Thomas Paine’s opinion of Georgo Washing- 
ton. 

John Quincy Adams declared that he was 
solaced in regard to tho scandals and the 
anatbemas inflicted upon him by tho fact 
that his father, John Adams, had to go 
through the same process, and John Quincy 
Adams declared be really thought in that 
present election there wero men who gave 
thoir entire time to manufacturing false- 
hood in regard to him. Martin Van Buren

THE PART THE SALOON TAKES IN POLITICS 

The ballot box does not give any choice to 
aman when the nominations are made in the 
back part of a groggery. When the elector 
comes up he has to choose between two evils. 
In some of the cities men have come tothe 
ballot box to vote, and have found both 
names such o scaly, greasy and stenchful 
crew they had no choice. You say vote for 
somebody outside, Then they throw away 
their vote. Christian menof New Yorkand 
Brooklyn, bonorable men, patriotic men, 
go and take possession of tho caucuses, 
First having saturated your pocket handker- 
chiefs with cologne or some other disinfect- 
ant, go down to the caucus and take posses- 
sion of it in the name of the Lord God 
Almighty and the American people, though 
after you come back you should have to 
hang your bat and coat on a line in the back 
yard for ventilation. 

In some of the states politics have got so 
low that the nominees no more need good 
morals than they doa bath tub. Snatch the 
ballot box from such men. Where is the 
David who will go forth and bring the ark 
of the covenant back from Kirjath-jearim? 
Do you not think politics have got to o 
pretty low ebb in our day when o Tweed 
could be sent to the legislature of New York, 
anda John Morrissey, the prince of gam- 
blers, could be sent to the American congress! 

Now, bow are these things to be remedied? 
Some say by a property qualification. They 
say that after a man gots acertain amount 
of proverty—a certain amoun® of real estate 
—ho is financially interested 1 good govern- 
ment, and he becomes cautious and conserva- 
tive. LIreply, a property qualification would 
shut off from the ballot box a great many of 
the best men inthis land. Literary men are 
almost always poor. <A pen is a good imple- 
ment to make the world better, but it isa 
very poor implement to get a livelihood ordi- 
narily. I have known scores of literary men 
who never owned a foot of ground and never 
will own o foot of ground until they get 
under it, Professors of colleges, teachers of 
schools, editors of newspapers, ministers of 
religion, qualified in every possible way to 
vote, yet no worldly success, There has been 
many a man who has not hada house on 
earth who will have a mansion in heaven. 

There are many who through accidents of 
fortune have como to great success while 
they are profound in their stupidity, as pro- 
found in their stupidity as a man of large 
fortune with whom I was crossing the ocean, 
who told me he was going to seo the dykes of 
Scotland! When a member of my family 
asked a lady on her return from Europe if 
she bad seen Mont Blanc, she replied: ‘*Well, 
really, I don't know; is that in Europe?’ 
Ignorance by the square foot, Property 
qualification will not do. The only way 
these evils will be eradicated will bo by 


more thorough legal defense of the 
ballot box and a more thorough mor- 
alization and Christianization of the 
people, Tbat arkof the covenant was car- 


ried into captivity to Kirjath-jearim, but one 
day the people hooked oxen to acart, and

BELLEVILLE IN 1816. 


In a previous issue we referred to tho 
town plot (now Belleville) laid out by De- 
puty Surveyor Wilmot in 1816, which A. R, 
Dougall Esq. had loftat this office for inspec- 
tion, and deeming that some particulars 
gathered from it will be of interest to our 
readers, we note them herewith. 

The streets laid down were Front, Pin- 
nacle, Ohurch, Mill and Rear running 
north and south, and those running east 
and west were Wharf, Dundas, Bridge, 
Hotel. aad another unnamed, at the north 
end. 

The buildings,which numbered but 45,in 
all, were as follows: 1. Martha McIntosh’s 
house, 2. do distillery, 3. do store, 3. do 
log house, 5. do stable, 6. J. W. Meyers’ 
house, 7. Thomas Spaream’s house, 8, 
Alexander O. Petrie's house, 9. John Thomp 
son's house, 10 do do., 11. Neil McCarty’s 
house, 12 Poter Holmes’ house, 13. Mar- 
garet Simson’s house, 14 do stable, 15 
school house, 16. James Harrison's house, 
17. Roswell Leavens’ store, 18. do house,

21. do store, 22. Roswell Leavens’ black. 
smith shop, 23, Theophilus Nelson’s 
house, 24. do barn, 25. do Allan 
Taylor's house, 26 do. store, 27 do: stable, 
28 Penuel G. Selden’s house, 29 do. hat: 
ter’s shop, 30 John Sparrow's house, 31 W. 
G. Maybee’s house, 32 Richard Groom's 
house, 33 do. stable, 34 John Everett's 
house, 3) do. do., 36 do. barn, 37 Simon 
Ellis’ house, 38 Simon McNabb’s house, 39 
do. store, 40 Thos, Coleman’s shop, 41 do, 
house, 42 Benjamin Stono’s house, 43 Joho 
Reynolds’ house, 44 J. W. Meyers’ house, 
45 do. distillery. 

Of these buildings 2, 6, 4, 9,10 and 40 
stood upon and 1,17 and 18 encroached 
upon Front Street; 5 and 12 encroached 
upon Pinnacle atreet ; 16 stood in Rear St., 
and 34 extended right across Hotel street. 
This latter was the hotel which caused the 
unsightly jog in that street west of Pinna- 
cle street. 

As a comparison of Wilmot’s plan with 
the Belleville of to-day cannot fail to bo of 
interest, we havo placed tho plan in our of 
fice window for the inspection of tho public.

t terrible rumbling noise’ was heard above 
wnda black cloud of dirt, slate and dust 
thot into the air from the mouth of the 
thaft, tearing away the tracks upon which 
| the cages are hoisted and filling the shaft 
| with debri 
| Che explosion occurred in the east side 
and is attributed to the inexperience of some 
of the now men Before the men outside 
could recover their sonses, ono of the miners 
sppearod at the air shaft nearly suffocated. 
Ho was helped out and followed by othors 
antil a large number had escaped—how 
many isnot known. There was plenty of 
help at hand, and those at the top devoted 
thoir attention to rescuing their entombed 
companions The fan house, only li y 


damaged, was first repaired, canvas be ing 
tacked over the holes that had to be closed, 
About 12 o'clock the fan house was ready 
fresh air was pumped into the mine, 
iriving back the poisonous gas and averting 
sulfocation. Attontion was then turned to 
repairing the cribbing so that tho cages 
could be lowered. Men lowered into the 
shaft by rope and bucket could acc omplish 
nothing. 

At 2a. m, the cago was ready to descend 
and the first rescuing party were lowered 
Owing to the bad air they 
could not remain long. On the first return 
of the cage it contained a number of unin- 
jured but badly demoralized men The 
bottom of the shaft was badly damaged 
and it was difficult to got at the dead. As 
found they were piled together at the bot- 
tom and the living and badly wounded wore 
hoisted to the top. At4a.m. five had been 
rescued and at 1 p. m. four more were 
brought out alive, At this time they struck 
an entry containing twelve more dead and 
m. twenty five dead and nine 
wounded had been found, with 25. missing 
who are supposed to bedead, A large number 
killed are French and Italians, 

A temporary hospital was prepared in a 
blacksmith shop near by, where the most 
heartrending sceues were witnessed as tho 
mangled and badly-barned men were carried 
in. David Tweedand W, Elwood, two of 
the badly injured, died soon after being 
taken to the hospital. 

For hours after the explosion snuffed out 
the lives of nearly 100 men the scene at the 
pit was distressing. Poorly clad women, with 


ancd 


babies clasped to thoir breasts, came 
through the darkness by the light 
cast from the bonfires, like haggard, 
uncanny beings from another world. Some 


shrieked above the storin, ant muttered os 


they fell helpless on tho shoulders 
of the stronger neighbors, others 
were nad in their despair and 
tore therr hair and garments and would 


have dashed into the tomb headlong but foe 
the strength oxerted by miners from 
other shafts. One poor woman whose lius- 
band and two sons were in the pit laid 
her three youngest children beside a blazing 
fire and fell into hysterics among tliem. She 
Tay unnoticed in this position until morning 
when she was removed to her home a raving 
Maniac. 

At one time the crush of women and cbil- 
dren at the shaft was so great that it was 
feared that violence would ‘be necessary in 
order to clear the way for the rescures. The 
poor creatures fought each other in their des- 
pair and in some instances inflicted severe pun- 
ishment. As the night wore on the work of 
recovering the bodiés continued until the floor 
of the engine room was strewn with mangled 


men. Then bodiey wore placed in rows 
upon the ground where the rain and 
snow beat upon them. Most of the 
Victims were shockingly mutilated 


and some were so disfigured as to be unrecog- 
nizable, All) were covered with blood and 
dust, and many were almost stripped of their 
clothes. There was nothing left of the 
first man  broughs up from the 
dreadful hole bub a bleeding, 
pulpy trunk. The head and arma and legs 
had been blown off. Many of tho searchers 
fainted at their work.

NOT SO BAD AFTER ALL. 


It has been the aim of the advocates of 
customs union and of continental free trade 
to inculcate the belief that the people of 
Canada are over-burdened with taxation, 
and assertions to that end haye not been 
jacking. Happily, however, the Globe has 
refuted these statements by publishing fig- 
ures which show that, as compared with the 
United States, our taxation per capita i® 
lighter than the taxation of that country. 
According to our contemporary, Dominion 
taxation in Canada is $5.98 and Federal 
taxation in the United States is $5.60 per 
head perannum. In Canada, however, we 
pay about 70c. per head per annum for pro- 
vincial subsidies, and a considerable sum on 
account of our indebtedness for public works 
(including railways), which classes of ex- 
penditure are not borne by the Federal 
Government of the United States. 

Municipal taxation in Ontario amounts 
to $4.70 and in the United States municipal 
and State taxation amounts to $6.02 per 
head per annum. 

The comparison, therefore, of taxation 
for all purposes in Ontario and in the 
United States is as follows : 


United 
; Ontario, States. 

Federal taxation........ , $5 98 $5 60 
Municipal and State taxation 470 6 02 
$10 68 $11 62 


The inhabitants of Ontaric are, there- 
fore, more lightly taxed by 94 conts each 
per annum than are their neighbors in the 
United States. Tho comparison, then, is 
decidedly in favor of Ontario thus far, and 
when the rate por family—taking fiveas 
the average number of each family—is 
compared it is still more so, the figures 


being :

or $4.70 per annum less for each head of a 
family in Ontario than in the neighboring 
country, the enviable condition of whose 
people has been so much vaunted, 

But this is not the only respect in which 
the residents of Ontario are better off than 
their neighbors across the line. Our crops 
average higher in yield and in price, and 
whilst our cheese commands a better price 
in the English market than that of the 
United States, we get higher rate in Eng- 
land for our cattle by several dollars por 
head than is paid for those from the United 
States, because Canadian cattle can be im- 
ported into Great Britain alive and taken 
to the interior markets; and finally our 
foreign trade is nearly twice as groat por 
head of the population as that of the Unit 


od States, the figuros being for Canada 
$41.52 and for the United States $23.47,or 
$18.05 in favor of Canada.

The machine, which is invented by a Can- 
adiau, Mr, J. H,.

radial blades, As the whole wheel is re- 
volved at considerable yolocity, the centri- 
fuval force causes the suow to fly outside of 
tho fan wheel, and as the latter is surround- 
ed by the casing above mentioned, the snow 
can only eacape at the opening provided for 
ib, which is at the top of the casing, im 
mediately behind the headlight, Thia 
opening is provided with a movable hood so 
that the stream of snow can ba regulated 
and made to fly either to the right or left 


pf the track as circumstances may require. 


'Phe fan wheel is connected with and driven 
by a pair of 17x24 inch cylinders. These 
cylinders are fitted with link motion and all 
the working parts are made to duplicate 
with the company’s standard 17x24 class of 
locomotives. The boiler is of the ‘‘Bel- 
paire” type, with a heating surface of 1250 
equare feet and a grate area of 234 equare 
feet. The machine is fitted with an ice 
breaker and flangers for cleaning the rails, 


after the main body of the snow has been 


removed by the rotary. The machine is, 
if necessary, capablo of throwing the snow 


200 feet and over the telegraph wires.—

When the corpse of the eighth victim was 
discovered on the Thames Hmbankment, 
about five weeks ago, it was suggested that 
the murderer, tired of the monotonous success 
attending his blood hunt amongst the most 
forlorn and friendless and pitiful of all 
human oreaturos, might, in search of 
change and recreation, try a higher range of 
work and scek victims amongst women of 
a better condition of life than those amongst 
whom he had served his novitiate in murder, 
This prediction hasin part been verified. 
Liszio Fisher, the market porter’s cast-off 
wife, whose body was found on Friday 
morning, its parts scattered about the floor, 
tables and chairs of her bedroom in Dorset- 


street, Spitalfields, was about one dogrea | 


higher in the scale of immorality than her 
eight predecessors. As a set off to thia 
social advantage the murderer had subject- 
ed her to ao little extra mutilation before 
leaving her.

Probably if we ex- 
cept lumber, the cheere industry is socond 
to none in the Province of Ontario, Sta 
tistics of the quantity made and value ex- 
ported within tho last decade have been so 
repeatedly published, that every one inter- 
ested must be convinced that no other branch 
of farm industry car. at all compare with the 
factory system of cheese manulagture in the 
Province. 

All honor aud praise should be accorded 
the sturdy pionoers who, under many difli- 
culties, kaow uo such word as failure. One 
would think the factory and chvese kings 
of to-day would care to mark in some fit 
ting manner, however slight, their appre- 
ciation of the efforts and labor of those who 
bore the burden, and by pen, tongue and 
untiring toil succeeded in making this dairy 
business what it is. 

Every boy and girl, farm hand and emi- 
grant that milks a cow can toll all about it 
—twenty years ago things were different. 
Skilled labor and machinery had to be 
brought from abroad at a heavy exponse ; 
now all can be got at home, and for mak- 
ors, (like the bears in North Hastings)‘*the 
woods are full of them.” 

No other branch of farm industry in the 
Provinve has made equal progress in so 
short a time. The writings and papors 
from able pens scattered broadcast over 
the land, the competitive examinations,the 
liberal prizes offered, the conventions cast 
and west aud the hearty advocacy of those 
engaged have made the product of Canada 
what ibis. Ovaaoless effort jg still required 
to maintain this proud position, but, judg- 
ing by the past, no uneasiness need be felt 
that the sons of such worthy sires will de-

Tuftsvillo Correspondence, 


Severe Storm—Damugo by Lightning. 
Turrsvitie, Noy. 10, 1888. 

A thunderstorm of terrific violence passed 
over this neighborhood about 7 o'clock this 
morning. The lightning for a short time 
was incessant and brilliantly vivid, and peal 
after peal of thunder rent the air in rapid 
succession ; the situation was positively ap 
palling. Cattle in the fields appeared dazed 
fora time, while some rushed about in terror 
and others, trembling with fright, sought 
the nearest shelter. The telegraph line 
between Stirling and the North Hastings 
Junption is completely demoralizsd. The 
lightning struck snd splintered a numbor 
of very heavy poles, twisting and reducing 
them to a mass of slivers, and throwing 
down many others. The electric current 
passed through thie office at the Junction, 
the apparatus being violently disturbed, and 
there was a loud report as if a cannon had 
beep discharged in the station, and the elec: 
tric sparks flew in all directions ; in fact the 
Junction had a thunderstorm of its own. 
The agent, Mr. LeRoy, happened to be a 
few feet fr »>mtheinstrument at the moment, 
and fortunately escaped with a slight shock, 
from the effects of which he quickly recov- 
ered, The instruments were not misplaced 
orin any way injured. During the storm 
rain fell in torrents, portions of the track 
between this place and Belleville being sub- 
merged. 

The gravel train got off the track in Faulk- 
nor’s pit in conseqdénce of the rails spread- 
ing —probably caused by the very wet woa 
ther.

We join in this regret, believing that the 
riches with which nature has so liberally 
endowed onr country should bo utilized for 
the advantege of the people of our own coun- 
try ; butit seems to be impossible to attract 
Canadian capital to mining enterprises ia 
this part of the country. Meantime for- 
eigners are coming into the country and buy- 
ing up our birthright for, we hesitate not to 
say, a totally inadequate consideration. We 
trust that the time is not far distant when 
matters will take a different course, and that 
in the mining, as in the other industries of 
our country, Canadians will take the lead.

A Pamous Patent Medicine Man, 

“Dr,"’ David Hostetter, the bittors man, 
died in New York city the other day.

He originated 
Pitteburg’s natural gas entorprise, having 
in 1875 taken the gasin rubber bags to that 
city for analysis.

The river is 2,300 
wiles long, of which 2,000 miles are navi 
gable without a single rapid or portage. 
its breadth is six to seven miles in places 
and averages three orfour. Riyers empty- 
ing into the Yukon are broader than the 
Hudson at New York, Little of the region 
traversed is fit for agricultural purposes, 
although there are valieys suitable for stock 
raising. Potatoes and other vegetables 
equal to the best produced in Ontario are 
raised at the further northern posta of the 
Hudson Bay Company. The country 
abounds with minerals and the winters are 
not more severely felt than those of central 
Canada.

Better stay as we are 
than jump out of the frying-pan into the fire ' 
better bring all our energies to bear to secure 
relief by independént action within our own 
country which may stick to protection for an- 
other quarter of a century.

Firearms of Barlier Times, 

Under the above head Lock and Bell 
gives o very interesting account of early 
firearms, from which we quote as follows 

When hand firearms camo into uso the 
only mechod of tiriog the gun was by ap- 
plying a blezing fuse to the priming in the 
pan, This was slow and uncertain ,and the 
ditticulties arising in the use of early fire 
arms wore 80 great that some wonder may 
be expressed at their being used at all, 
The gunner was forced to carry coarse 
powder for his charge, fine powder for his 
priming, a bag of bullets, a rest on which 
to place his piece when firing, and a burn- 
iog match. So much luggage rendered his 
movemente and progress exceedingly slow, 
and every wan who carried a gun was 
therefore generally attended by au assistant 
to keep his fire going. The process of load- 
ing and firing was incredibly slow. At a 
battle fought in 1636 the best soldiers were 
able to fire only seven shots in eight hours, 
while two years later, in the battle of Wit- 
tembergen, the quickest arquebusers fired 
but seven shots each, although the fight 
lasted from noon until 8 o'clock in the 
evening. 

The first improvement in the method of 
firing the pieco was the wheol lock, which 
came in in the sixteenth century. This con- 
sisted of a steol wheel, with ratchets work 
ing against a flint. The wheel, being re- 
leased by moving the trigger, revolved rapid- 
ly and struck sparks of fire from the flint, 
thus igniting the powder. The wheel lock 
was considered a wonderful invention, but 
no long time elapsed after it became com 
mon before it was superseded by the flint 
lock, the construction of which is so well 
known to most readers as to need no des 
cription. Many pistols of curious patterns 
and workmanship are found both with 
wheel and flint lock, perhaps the most in- 
teresting specimens being the degys, used 
in Italy and the South of Europe, These 
queer weapons were constructed wholly 
of iron, were consequently very heavy, aud 
had the handles turned almost at right an- 
gles tothe barrel, They made a tremendous 
report, but aside from that and the danger 
of bursting, they were worth little as offen- 
sive or defensive weapons, It is commonly 
supposed that the breech-loader is an inven- 
tion of very recent years, but nothing is 
further from the truth, some of the earliest 
hand firearms ever made being breechload 
ers. A hunting arquebus belonging to Hen- 
ry VILL. is still preserved in the Tower of 
London, the system being nearly identical 
with that of a favorite modern rifle, and not 
one modern plan of breech loading is known 
that was not at one timo or other foreshad- 
owed in these ancient weapons, The Ger- 
man breech loaders were, however, the best. 
Many of the early pistols were also breech- 
loaders, some of them being on the drop- 
down system—that is to say, the barrel 
turning down on a pivot to admit ofreceiy- 
ing the charge. Both in guns and pistols 
the revolving system was applied as early 
as the fourteenth century, and the museums 
of Europe contain hundreds of specimens 
of fifteenth century revolvers—crude, in- 
deed, but still capable of a good deal of 
rough usage. They were sometimes double 
barreled, alternately presenting one, then 
the other barrel ; they had threo, four, five, 
six, and sometimes ten barrels. Generally 
all communicated with a common priming 
chamber, and they were thus all fired to 
gether ; but this peculiarity is noticed only 
in the early revolvers, for when all the 
barrola were discharged simultaneously 
there was no advantage in the fact of their 
being movable.

Nobody knows what an insurance policy

proprietor of a Buffalo repair shop has boen 
for years carrying a policy, not only upon 
his goods, but also upon articles left with bim 
for repairs. These latter wero specifically 
mentioned in the policy, which was a vory 
broad instrument in its terms and appeared 
to'be ‘horse high, bull strong and pig tight” 
in its power Co protect the man who paid for 
it. It called for a larger amount than ho 
would bave placed upon bis own property 
alone, and he was in the habitof telling peo- 
ple who left their property with Lim that it 
Was amply protected.

shortly afterward another pint. This mado 
three pints of saline solution and two pints of 
Still the patient did not permanently 
revive, and, as a last resort, a transfusion of 
@ 4mall quantity of human blood from the 
arm of one of the doctors was made, All the 
efforts of the physicians were in vain, how- 
ever, and the woman died twenty-four hours 
after the operation,—New York Press,

COLONIAL GOVERNORS, 


The Question of Thelr Appointment Dis 

cusscdl in the Melbourne Assembly. 

Mecnovunsxe, Nov. 16,—The Assembly 
to-day debated the abstract right of the 
colonies to tuke part in the nomination of 
their respective governors 

The Premier, without discussing the 
Queensland question, pointed ont that the 
constitution gave to the Queen alone the 
power of appointment, Her Majesty acting 
on the advice of minister: responsible to the 
Imperial Parliament. He called particuiar 
attention to the probability of a dead 
lock if the selection of a governor 
rested with both the Colonial and Imperial 
Parliaments. He refused to endorse such a 
scheme and said he was contident that the 
less the colonies insistel upon sharing in 
the power to appoint or nominate, the bet- 
ter it would be for the colonies. 

The Premier’s remarks were received with 
cheers. 

Other members spoke in a similar strain.

NOVEMBER.

An Elaborate Study Shows That There Is | 


Golog to Be a Hard Winter 


Th foreshadowing of th ippronaching 
winter, as it is read from thod nd the 
lines on the goose bone, is nota cheerful 
story Tho promiso given forth of sleet, 
snow and cold, is a gloomy picture for the 
poor to look upon, and the many whose short 
purse will not permit them to lay in a boun 
tiful supply of fuel will shiver at the thought 

| of the kind of weather that tho little bone 
foretells for the next four months There 
willbe more cold and wet weather than the 
| poople of this latitude have oxperienced for 
many a Winter, andthe cold spells will bo 


| —_ 
lounger and more severe than usual. The bono 


is dark at both ends, which indicates a long 


winter Winter weather we will have in 
November, and the ico and snow will be fa- 

| millar its far along into March 
The goose from whose bone this study was 


taken was hatched in April, and Killed after 
| tho ides of September, The bone ts wonder- 
| fully marked, and the dotes and breves and 
| lines mingle all along the keel, thus indicat- 
ing very changeable weather, but the breves 
mostly turn down and are heavy, showing 
that the general character of the winter will 
| be falling, cold weather, As will be seen by 
the table given, the danger period is longer 
for November than any other month, run 
ning from the 10th to the end, with the most 
severe weather falling between the 20th and 
26th, and at any timo within this period 
blustering snows and unseasonably cold 
| Weather may be looked for, 
Tho first danger period in December ex- 
} tends from the Ist to tho bth, after which 
there will probably be a few days of sun- 
shiny weather. Tho heaviest storm period 
of tho month centers in the Christmas holl- 
days, beginning on the 1$th and passing to 
| the 27th, At the opening of the holidays we 
will have very foul and probably some of the 
coldest weather of the season, and these cold 
lines run along the bone until about.the mid- 
dio of January, Watch this period, but 
above all prepare for it, It is more than 
probable that the earth will be covered with 
snow when Christmas dawns aud that a cold 
north wind will be blowing, so that Christ- 
mas fires will have to be bright and big for 
comfort, The 24th and 25th of December 
will be the darkest storm days of the month. 
On the bono all the indications of wet, cold 
and stormy weather mect about that time. 
It isa curious clustering of bad signs, such 
as Is seldom seen on the bone, and a mixture 
| of weather may be looked for, with wet and 
| cold predominating. During this long spell 
of bad weather some of the dots on the bone 
aro very dark, which means very cold, and 
Wo need not look to seo the mercury far away 
from zero during the holiday week 
Tho new year will come in cold and clear, 
with the first danger period commencing on 
the 4th. There are three storm periods in 
this month, the second commencing about 
the 1ith and tho last one about the 23d of the 
month. The dots that appear on the bono up 
to the middle of the month are heavy, from 
about the 10th to the ‘15th especially so, and 
| during this period very cold weather may be 
| looked for, During December and January 
} the mercury will frequently be below zero, 
probably remaining thero for days, and if 
there should be a low stago of water in the 
river there will be danger of a freeze over. 
For February short storm periods run all 
along the bone, and the general character of 
the month will be stormy and blustering, 
with some very cold days at tho first of the 
month and again at the close, Theso severe 
spells and continued cold weather will keep 
the ice and the snow in the mountains, and 
the first spring month will be as hoary as 
old winter, As the bone ends very dark, it 
is very probable that March will be a repe- 
tition of November, In that case, the farm- 
ers will find it very difficult to break ground, 
and all kinds of vegetation will be very late 
in getting astart, It will not be safe to pub 
things in the ground too soon, as such a win- 
ter will be likely to bo followed by killing 
frosts far into April. The writer remembers 
. to have seen only one other bone to compare 
| With tho one this year, and that season there 
were frosts as late as May. Every indica 
tion from the reading of the bone points to 
a backward spring, and the gardeners who 
havo their richest harvest in early vegetation 
will find their work risky and difficult,—

FARMERS GAMBLING. 

Whilst the Legislature is, as it were, sav- 

ing people from themselves by the suppres- 
sion of bucket shops and similar establish- 
ments, and imposing severe penalties for ba- 
ing the proprietor of or being found in a 
gambling establishment, for the last two or 
three years there has been a house to house 
gambling carried on between the farmers 
of this County and a couple of so-called 
“agents,” for speculative ventures. When 
the crash comes,as it surely must,there will 
be a tremendous cleaning out of the hard 
earnings of our farmers who have foolishly 
been dazzled into the prospect of sudden 
gain, and are many of them risking the sure 
competency needed in old age that would 
be the result of honest toil and industry. 
We have referred before to this ort trans- 
action, butso long as the Legislature does 
not interfere, the blind dupes will keep on 
until the crash comes. The modus operandi 
cf working the farmers is as follows: An 
agent calls at a farmer's house and sells him 
say 30 bushels of oats at $10 per bushel, 
for which the farmer gives his note for $300 
—the agent agreeiny to sell for him sixty 
bushels of oats the following season for $7.- 
50 per bushel. The bond in itself shows that 
itisa gambling transaction,yet many leading 
meinbers of churches are dabbling in this 
gambling scheme, men who would be shock- 
ed if they saw their boys playing a jess 
questionable game of draw poker or seven 
up. Across the face of the bond is plainly 
printed the character of the gambling 
transaction, for it reads: ‘It is agreed be 
tiveen the party to this bond and the com 
pany that the transaction represeiited by this 
contract is of a speculative nature, and is not 
based upon the value of the article named.” 

So far the agents have sold for them the 
allotted number of bushels, but the ‘‘suck-

Cleveland's Couduct in the Sackville Case 
Defended—The Liquor Tramc, 

Loxpox, Noy. 18.—Lord Randolph 
Churchill, in a speech yesterday at Padding- 
ton, expressed the hope that the post of 
Minister at Washington would soon be filled. 
He said there was no doubt that Lord Sack- 
ville had been primarily indiscreet and had 
made an inexcusable blunder. No fault 
could be found with the action of the United 
States Government towards the minister. 
The American people were essentially just 
and proud in their relations with other coun- 
tries. Ho deprecated the insulting and 
menacing articles which had appeared in the 
English press since Lord Sackville’s dismis- 
sal, and said Englishmen ought to inform the 
Americans that they cherish no ill-feeling 
towards them. [Cheers.] 

Lord Randolph attached the greatest im- 
portance to the maintenance by England 
of an imperturbable and friondly attitude 
towards the United States, and hoe regarded 
the attitude taken by Mr. Cleveland after 
the rejection of the fisheries treaty by the 
Senate as an unfortunate one. Tho utmost 
allowance ought to be made for the Ameri- 
can positionon the Sackville affair in view 
of the timo at which it occurred. Mr. 
Cleveland's action had been rather sharp, 
but it did not justify the menaces, sneers 
and sulks in which the newspapers had in- 
dulged. 

A war between England and America, he 
declared, would be more atrocious and dan- 
gerous than any war since God created the 
earth, Ho trusted that the Government's 
policy towards the now Washington Ad. 
ministration would be conceived with a view 
to making the Ameritan people our best 
allies on all questions and producing a dur- 
\blo friendship between the English-speak- 
ing races, thus guarantecing to humanity in 
turn the blessings of liberty and peace.

If, said the preach- 
er, it were believed that such was tho caso 
at the present time, what a grand concen- 
tration of Christian energy there would bo 
to remedy the evil. Tho word ‘*know- 
ledge ” was hard to defiae, because its mean 
ing was understood by all. He would de- 
fine knowledge as marriage, and learniug 


as the divine courtship leading up to it. | 


There were two worlds—the world without 
and the world within us. The former was 
much the smaller and less valuable of the 
two, being but 26,000 miles in circumfor- 
ence, or 5,300 miles through, and we would

A Michigan Corporniion Organized With

Police Orders in Vienna. 

The Viennese delight in witnessing military 
pageants with all due liberty, so they were 
yoexed and disgusted at the unusual precau- 
tions that bad been taken to insure the safety 
of the emperor of Germany during his recent 
visit to the Austrian capital The janitors 
of all the fine buildings that lined the route 
of the procession received orders from the 
police to allow no one on tho roofs of the 
houses under their care and to stand them- 
selves by the street doors during the passing 
of the procession, with a view to preventing 
any one from entering the houses. They 
were also forbidden to have any scaffolding 
or arrangement of seats erected in the vesti- 
bules of the houses, which ore in many 
cases very spacioas, This latter measure is 
explained in the official police order, as dic- 
tated by a desire to secure the safety of the 
public, Jest the erection of wooden structures 
sheuld be attended by fire or other accident, 
but the fear of bomb throwers was probably 
the real reason. These precautions were 
taken against the German Republicans, who, 
under various names, are quite numerous in 
Vienna.—San Francisco Chronicle.

Like the god Janus Bifrons, of ancient

The Polson works 
at Owen Sound, the Globe adds, cover about 
5 acres of ground and are splendidly equip- 
ped with well built workshops, etc., every- 
thing, in fact, necessary for iron and stecl 
ship building. Over 300 men are employed 
there at present, working day and night on 
the new boat, at night by the aid of electric 
lights.

The culleges 
which were in vogue fifty years ago are now 
behind in the race of education, There 
were then no opportunities for highereduca- 
tion, and those who wished to obtain this 
qualification were obliged to go across the 
line ; and it was on this account that our 
fathers founded an institution for higher 
education, The first institution of this 
kind was Uppor Canada College. There 
were then ouly eleven thousand of Metho- 
dists in this country. They gave for this 
inatitution $40,000, The federation moye- 
mont has grown out af the necessities of our 
country. Where shall our boys go for their 
colloge training? First, where their souls will 
be kept. Where they can obtain the best 
advantage in all the subjects which they de- 
sire to know. The United States are tak- 
ing a number of our young men away from 
us because we are divided on this question 
of Federation. How can we unite to build 
a grand university on this continent? and 
the solution is that federation will promote 
a higher intellectualeducation, In Cobourg 
there are at present 125 students in course 
of training, and while we can take care of 
them, Toronto is the centre of student life 
for this country. There sre to day in the 
city of Toronto about 2,800 students. All 
the principal achools of the various depart- 
ments of life aro situated there. All tho 
different churches have representative col- 
leges in Toronto, except the Methodist. 
We feel that wo have no religious home iu 
that pity, and the result is that we are los- 
ing a number of young men. We must go 
where we can find them and gather them 
in. If we plant there an institution, it wall 
grow and prosper,

Gaol Accommodation, 


A Conforonce with tho Proyinclal Inspect 
or Loads to Action. 

As was stated in yeaterdoy’s issue, Mr, 
R. Christie, Inspector of Prisons and Asy- 
lums, held a conference at the County Coun- 
cil Chamber yesterday afternoon, with the 
members of the County Council who com, 
prise the Gaol Improyement Committee. 
This committee js composed of Mosers, W. 
R, Aylsworth, Reeve of Deseronto; J, M. 
Farley, lst Dep'y Reeve of Sidney; J. M. 
Hurley, 2nd Dep. Reeve of Thurlow ; and 
Warden Bleecker, Reeve of Sidney. A visit 
of inspection was made to tho gaol, the 
result of which was that a portion of the 
building, which was occupied by the gaolor 
prior to his removal to his new residence, 
will be utiliged for better prison accommo- 
dation. At the north-west corner of the 
building is a large front room ; this will be 
utilized for the botter class of prisoners, for 
those who may be arrested for trifling of- 
fenoea, or even on auapicion, This will have 
the effect of separating those who are less 
evilly inclined from those who have become 
hardened in the way of transgression. On 
the opposite side of the building from this 
room is another large unoccupied room, and 
it is the intention of the committeo to have 
this prepared for the reception of lunatics, 
The result of thess additions will be, that 
the present crowded condition of the coun- 
ty gaol will bo to some oxtent relieved, At 
the meeting of the County Council to be 
held next week, the report of the committee 
will be presented, and an appropriation will 
bo asked for the furthering of the object. 
It will thus be seen, when this is accom 
plished, that there will be a better classifi 
cation of the prisoners, which has long been 
needful.

Rome Won't Squeteh the BK. of L tf the 
Constitatfou is Amenited, 

New York, Nov. 20.—The Catholic 
News has received from its Rome corr« spon 
dent the following text of the reply sent by 
Cardinal Simeoni, perfect of the Propagan- 
da, to his Eminence Cardinal Gibbons 

‘It is my duty toinform your eminence 
that the fresh documents relative to the 
association known as the Knights of Labor, 
forwarded to this Sacred Congregation, 
were examined by it at the sitting of Aug. 
16 of the current year, 

“Alter having attentively studied the 
whole subject, the Sacred Congregation has 
directed me to reply that, so far as at 

resent appears, the association of the 
Knights of Pavor cap, for the moment, be 
tolerated. The Sacred Congregation merely 
requires that the necessary modifications 
should be introduced in the rules of the so- 
ciety to make clear whatever might seem 
obscure, or might be interpreted in a bad 
sense. These modifications are required 
particularly in passages of the preface to 
the rules concerning local associations. 

‘Aud then the words savoring of social: 
ism and communism must be corrected in 
such a way that they shall only affirm the 
right conferred by God on men acquiring 
property, using legitimate means, and ro- 
specting the proportionate rights of all

‘Iam most happy to be able to inform 
your Eminence that the Sacred Congrega- 
tion has highly approved of the design of 
the American hierarchy to see with us that 
inj this and similar associations nothing 
should be secrotly introduced which is con 
trary to justicaopdimorals, or hot entirely 
cobformable ta the regulations regarding 
the Masonic sect.

at present exciting a considerable amount 
of reprobation. [tis argued, and with con- 
siderable force, that—in cities and towns in 
particular—many of the councillors who sit 
in judgment upon the work of the assessors 
&re more intent upon pleasing the appel- 
lants from their own wards, and thereby 
forwardivg their own re-election, than in 
doing justice to the taxpayers as a whole, 
Certainly, there are many inequalities in 
assessments which seem difficult of explan 
ation, The cause does not, as a rule, reat 
with the assessors, but with those who re- 
vise them. Hence the complaints that are 
now being ventilated through the press in 
many localities, 

Amongat the plans suggested for the de- 
sired information, are the abolition of the 
courts of revision, the’ appointment of per 
manent assessors, and the publicatiog of the 
assessment rolls and the taxation of the land 
upon which church buildings stand. By 
these means, it is claimed, assessors would 
be forced to louk sharper after their busi- 
ness, whereby the assessment would be 
greatly incressed, and wealthy churches 
which occupy large plots of ground Would 
be made to paya fair share of taxation, 

In addition, it is contended, the rolls would 
be more carefully prepared, and the appeals 
would be greatly lessened in number. 
That the assessment law will be consid- 
erably altered within a short time seems 


certain, and no doubt the above and other

He declared emphatically that ho approved

to put it into effective operation He had 
always held the: the creation of a peasant 
proprietary was the only means of solving 
the land question. His own bill simply 
asked that church tenants be allowed to | 
acquire land by paying the church commis 
sion, annually for 49 years, a rent 
equal to four per cent, on the capitalized | 
value of the holding That would have 
created no risk to the Imperial exchequer 
The Conservatives opposed the proposal 
but the time would come when they would 
find it neudful to go further The Irish 


party wore always ready and eager to assint 
Ina sottloyient of the land question. It 
was « calumny to say! that anyone off 
the Irish members tried to make political 
capital out of the question or opposed the 
bill because it would mako the government 
of Ireland easier. [Cheors.) On the con- 
trary their opposition to the bill was due 
to the knowledge that it would cause a loss 
to the exchequer without effecting its osten- 
sible object.

Some MSA. of Lord Nelson tn the Possession 
ofa Waterdown Man. 


HamMitton, Novy. 22.—Through the efforta 
of George Dickson, M.A., of Upper Canads 
College, Toronto, some exceedingly valua: 
ble manuscripts belonging to Lord Neleos 
havo been brought to light at Waterdown. 
They are in tho esession of Luke

sides several autographs of Lord Nelson, 
there is a water-color picture of the battle 
painted by Lieut.

PANIC-STRICKEN CHILDREN. 


Fire tn o Long Istand City School Balldiug 
—A Brave Woman, 

New York, Nov.. 22.—At 1.15 this 
afternoon fire broke out in the Firat Ward 
Public School at Long Island City. One of 
the pupils of the school had gono into the 
basement and lighted a gas jet. The wood- 
work close to the jet took fire 
and flames instantly shot up through 
a crevice in the floor, Brer 960 
children were studying at their desks 
in the various rooms of tue school building. 
When the children on the firat floor saw the 
flame shooting up’ through the boards they 
raised the cry of ‘Fire! Fire !!* Instantly 
there was a panic in every room of the 
building. The children rushed poll-mell 
for the narrow doors, crowding, jostling and 
striking cach other in their ettorts to get 
out. They did not wait to get their cloth- 
ing or books. All ctlorts on the part of the 
teachers to bring order out of the chaos 
proved unavailing. 

"Fire! firo!!" rang out from one end of 
the building to the other and the children 
became ‘crazed with terror. ‘Those who 
succeeded in gaining the stairway in the 
upper stories were crowded and pushed so 
they. could not stand, and many were 
thrown head first down stairs, where they 
Ianded in heaps of four and five. 

Tn-a room.on the second: ftoor were sixty 
children. Their teacher rushed to the door 
when the terrible alarm was echoed and re- 
echded ‘through ‘the hoilding, and placing 
her back to it cried out that not one scholar 
should loaye the room until they had form- 
ed the regulation “‘fire liie” and marched 
out in an orderly manner. Her 
authoritative tone had the  offect 
of temporarily restoring ‘the children's 
ayes of mind and in a fow seconds they 

ad formed in’ line and began ta march aut, 
No sooner had they reached the hall way, 
however, than they saw the smoke cain 
up from the Jower floor and the terrifie 
children on the chairs. This was too much 
for them and again they broke into 
the wildest disorder. They threw them- 
selves down the stairs in their’mad rush 
for safety and fell on top of the other wn» 
fortunate little ones be.ow, 

Outside the schoolhouse there was also 
great confusion, The rumor that the school- 

ouse was on fire spread through the streets 
and a great crowd was gathered. They 
were yelling, crying, hooting and swearing. 
Frenzied mothers “stood on the sidewa 
wringing their hands and crying pitifully 
tothe men about them to assist the little 
ones inside: The firemen who were on the 
scene brought out a few of the injured 
children and added fuel to the growing ex- 
citement, 

Ty tho meantime the teachors had succeed- 
ed in quieting tho little ones, and assured 
thom there was no danger from fire The 
police assisted them in the work and aided 
the firomen: in bringing out the children 
who had been bruised and cut in their 
awful falls down the stairways, 

The fire was soon extinguished, and an 
examination of the little ones was made, 
Tt was found that many of them had suf- 
fered contusions on their heads and bodies, 
and that inany of thom would have to go 
about for three or four days with bandages 
ever their cyes. Large numbers were sent 
home suffering from the shock,

While 
the mule is most used in warm climates, it 
is also used in regions where the tempera- 
ture is full as low asin our Northern States, 
and there lasts longer than do our horses,

Arrested Under the Charlton Act, 


Edward Caton Discharged for one Offence 
and Ke-Arrested on Auother, 


Edward Caton was yesterday morning 
discharged by Deputy Judge Lazier on the 
charge of non eupport of a child, of which 
he was chargea with being the facher, This 
morning he wasre arrested, the warrant for 
his commitment being as follows: 

“That Edward Caton, being above 
years of age, of the city of Bolleville,in the 
County of Gastings, in the latter part of 
the month of December, A. D. 1882, did 
unlawfully, under promise of marriage, se- 
duce and have illicit connection with Mary 
Champagoo, the said Mary Champagne be 
ing at the time aforesaid an unmariied fe- 
male of previously chaste character, and 
under 18 yeats of age, This prosecution 
ia c)mmenced before the expiration of one 
year from the commission of said offence.’’ 

The result of this case will be watched 
with much interest, as it is the first that 
has been tried in this city since the Charl- 
ton Seduction Act became law. 

The prisoner was this afternoon admit- 
ted to bail in $400 with two sureties—his 
father in $200 and R. McCaffery in $200,

Imperial Federation, 

According to Mr, George Johnson, the 
Dominion statistician, the idea of imperial 
federation is not a new one by any means. 
In a book to be found in the national lib- 
rary at Ottawa, and entitled ‘The adminis- 
tration of the colonies,’ by Thomas Pawn- 
all, frat published in 1764, there are sug- 
gestions based on much the same grounds 
aa those advanced by the imperial federa 
tionistr. Thomas Pawnall, who held the 
itnportant office somewhat vaguely design 
ated as ‘Governor and commander-in-chief 
of his majesty’s provinces, Massachusetts 
Bay and South Oarolina, and Lieutenant- 
Governor of New Jersey,’ seems to have 
had in his mind an idea that tho British 
Isles, with our possessions in the Atlantic 
and America, should be united into a one 
grand marine political community—united 
into Aone imperium in one centre, where 
the seat of government would be.’ The 
volume referred to deals alao with a pro 
pogal to unite the British dominions in one 
commercial system, and this scheme gover- 
npr Pawnall laid before the duke of York, 
Who seams to have taken kindly to it and 
referred the governor to the king's minister, 
who granted an audience but rejected the 
plan.

Opening Iodian Graves. 

On the farm of Mr. Bernard Stoltzen, 
about ten miles out of Covingtou, Ky 
Indian mounds were opened last week and 
some remarkable 


, two 


relic8 were found, which 
Mr. Stoltzen has forwarded to the Smith- 
sonian institution. Both the mounds were 
small, the larger being about 8 feet high at 
the center and 22 fect in circumference, and 
the other about 5 feet high and 15 feet wide. 
In both were iting, The slabs were 
roughly blocked out and stood together with- 
out mortar, and the tops of the boxes wero a 
number of irregular pieces of stone just laid 
across, In one were a few moldy and crum 
bling bones, human, of course, and the other 
was full of dust. Tho bones were hardly ri 
ognizable, but one of them was probably a 
femur, and one part of the pelvis, The skull 
was quite gone, There was also a number of 
} stone urrow heads and daggers, and a piece 
of wood—probably part of a bow—which had 
been wrapped uround with some sort of an 
animal thong, and which seemed to bo 
partially petrified. Two or three rude pieces 
of crockery were found, aud several circular 
pieces of polished stone. The stone coffins 
were pointed very nearly, but not quite, east 
and west. There was a good deal of ashes 
about and some bitsof chafcoal. The grayes 
undoubtedly of mound builders, and 
nlculated, chiefly from the size of a tree 
which had evidently grown before one part 
of the mound had been made, that the tumuli 
were at least old.—C, F, Finch in

And yet we have poople amongst us who 
cry out, on behalf of our farmers and fruit 
growers, that our market is not open to 
the producers and manufacturers of the 
United States and theirs to us.

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THE OITY BY-LAWS. 
There are upwards of six hundred and 
fifty by-Iawa on the city’s record books, 
and it is safe to sey that the provisions of 
the great bulk of this mass of legislation 
aro as little known to the majority of the 
ratepayers as are the laws of China and 
Japan, So widely diffused, indeed, is this 
ignorance of the measures upon our muni- 
cipal statute books, that somo years ago a 
well-informed member of the Council who 
is not now resident in tho city, gave notice 
of and proposed a by law for a very useful 
purpose, but was surprised on being shown 
a by law atill in force which had been duly 
buried in the record book and covered the 
ground much better than his own measure, 
which he of course abandoned. The reason 
for the lack of knowledge regarding thelocal 
laws is that they have never been consoli- 
dated or printed, as they ought to be every 
ton years, hence it is very difficult, and in- 
volyes a great deal of labor, to obtain full 
information on the subject, and to ascertain 
which of the by-laws aro in force and which 
of them have been repealed. 

The six hundred and fifty by-laws refer- 
red to include many excellent enactments, 
a large number of which were passed dur- 
ing the leadership of the late C. G. LeVes 
conte, who was‘one of the ablest municipal 
legislators that ever lived in Canada, and 
who had able colleagues in the Council. 
Thoy cover the greator part of the fieldgof 
municipal legislation, and their provisions, 
if published as they ought to bo, would be 
observed and conduce to the good govern" 
mont of the city. 

It is therefore the duty of the Council to 
haye the by-laws consolidated and printed, 


in order that every resident of the city may 
have an opportunity of knowing tho effect 
of the laws to which he is expected to con- 
form and that no one may be punished for 


an offence committed in ignorance,

Another Goverament Victory, 

An election in Cariboo, B. C,, yesterday 
resulted in the return of another Govorn 
ment supporter—all the candidates being, 
in fect, Liberal Conservative, This makes 
the 37th bye election and the 29th Govern- 
ment victory since the general clection, 
Oi che bye elections 10 have been in Nova 
Scotia, 2iu New Brunswick, 6 in Quebec, 
16 in Oatario, 1 in the Northwest terr- 
tories and 2 in British Columbia, lt will 
be seen that, with the exception of Mani- 
toba and P, E. Istand, all sections of the 
Dowinion have beon appealed to, The 
results have been as follws ;—In Nova 
Scotia the Government has been sustained 
in D ofthe 10 elections—in 4 of them no 
Grit candidates offering. And in the one 
case (Yarmouth) in which the Grits won, 
they did so by a majority considerably do- 
creased from what it was at the general 
election. In New Brunswick the Govern- 
ment won both elections. In Quebec it 
won 4of the 6, In Ontario 11 of the 16 
And in British Columbia and the North- 
west all three. Five seats won by the 
Grits at the general election are now held 
by Government supporters. Of these 1 is 
in Nova Scotia, 2 in Quebec, and 2 in On- 
tario, Of the seats won by the Govern- 
ment at the time of the general election the 
Grits bave won none. 

The moral is that Gritism is dying all 
along the line ; and that the base and in- 
famous policy that it is now propounding is 
greatly accelerating its collapse.—Halifax 
Herald.
